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@ Madison teachers, 
~ board approve pact 


The Madison Board of 
Education on Thursday night 
approved a new one-year 
agreement under which 103 
teachers will receive raises. 

The basic schedule was in- 
creased $350 yearly to an $8,450- 
$13,950 range. 

Bachelor degree teachers will 
receive $8,450 to $12,550 ac- 
cording to years of teaching 
experience, ranging from none 
to ten years of experience. 

Faculty members with 
master degrees will be paid 
$9,150 to $13,250, and teachers 
with an additional 30 credit 
hours of university study will be 
paid $9,850 to $13,950. 

‘Those already in the district 
will receive not only the $350 
increase in the salary schedule 
but the year-to-year increment, 
in most cases $450. 

Another $60 yearly raise was 
authorized in the form of in- 
creased School District con, 
tributions to medical-hospital 
insurance costs. Another raise 
of up to $180 was approved for 
unused earned absences. 

The one-year pact retroactive 
to the start of the 1973-74 school 
year was the product of 
negotiations with American 
Federation of Teachers Local 
763. The terms have been ac- 
cepted by the teachers. 

Negotiations are continuing 
with Building Service Employes 
Local 98 for custodians. Talks 
also are planned with clerks and 
cooks, Supt. John L. Palcheff 
said 

Assistant Supt. Wade James 
reported to the board that a 
final educational plan, known as 
A-160, has been sent to the 
Office of the State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction for 
evaluation and approval 

Covering all goals of the 
school system, the plan  in- 
corporates the ideas of board 
members, administrators, 
faculty members, parents and 
students. 

James also noted that an 
evaluation by the OSPI has led 
to praise of special education 
services in the Madison district. 

Supt. Palcheff said con- 
struction of an additional 
junior high school is proposed 
in an fund application being 
prepared under a capital 
assistance program. 

If it qualifies on the basis of 
needed facilities and in- 
sufficient tax base, Madison 


could receive 70 per cent of 
construction costs from the 
federal government, it was 
explained. 

Piasa Fuel Co. of Alton is 
continuing to provide fuel oil to 
the school system but the price 
for December rose from 18.9 to 
25.9 cents a gallon, the board 
was told 

Emmitt Timmons was 
designed as assistant baseball 
coach of Madison High School. 

Boy Scout Troop 45 was 
allowed to continue meeting at 


Dunbar School, as it has done 
for 36 years. 

The board allowed November 
salaries of $215,442 and ap- 
proved bills of $41,157 for 
education, $20,853 bonds and 
interest and $5,688 maintenance 
of buildings and grounds. 

Palcheff said he will meet in 
January with a Student 
Relations Biracial Committee, 
which later is to meet with the 
board. 

The superintendent said that 
“everyone is extremely happy” 


with the work of the student 
committee and a similar 
committee of adults. “These 
committees are playing a vital 
role in helping the educational 
processes continue at a high 
level,” he added. 

Palcheff said a Madison 
ministerial advisory committee 
also is functioning well. “They 
are aiding the cause of better 
understanding,’’ he com- 
mented. 


Cooperation key to easing 
energy shortage—Chamber 


An analysis of the energy 
crisis today by Chester L. 
Baker, president of the Tri- 
Cities Area Chamber of Com- 
merce. concludes that this 
community and the United 
States “can live with it- 
provided un- 
selfishly cooperative 

“Don't waste a drop 
anywhere, and follow closely 
the guidelines laid down by the 
administrator,” Baker urged. 
“Failure to do this could result 
in national disaster.” 

Stressing that the fuel 
problem is real, the top officer 
of the local Chamber of Com- 
merce cited “closed schools and 
plants in Ohio last winter, 
closed gasoline stations in 
Denver last summer and 
darkened cities in the Northeast 
in the late 1960s. 

“Many communities may 
face this during this winter. 

“Since Pres. Nixon's major 
energy address in early 
November, newspapers, radio 
and television have dwelled on 
the energy crisis. Still, some 
individuals think it is a ploy of 
the oil industry to raise prices, 
get approval to build the Alaska 
pipeline, or whatever.” 

Baker continued, 
congressmen suggest thi 
managed crisis that wi 
minate as soon as the energy 
industry gets what it wants. But 
in mosi cases these are ‘straw 
men’ which they can later tear 
apart. Such comments are 
counter-productive because 
they divert attention from the 
seriousness of our present 
situation 


President cites 
school savings 


The Granite City School 
Board's 6-1 decision last week to 
promote Tully A. Heubner from 
director of buildings and 
grounds to director of business 
affairs is expected to achieve 
economies for the school system 
through a redefining of duties. 

This was reported Friday by 
Donald Stucke, board president, 
in defending the action. Board 
Member Norman Hall had said 
there should have been careful 
scrutiny of other applicants as 
well as of the one selected. 

Comments Friday by 
President Stucke were as 
follows: 

“It is not my intent to have a 
journalistic dispute with 
Norman Hall regarding his 
reasoning for casting a 
dissenting vote in the ap- 
pointment of Tully Heubner to 
the position of director of 
business affairs. 
be advised of the board's 
reasoning behind this ap- 
pointment. 

“The position was advertised 
both locally and in the 
surrounding states, and the 
response was very good. We had 
capable applicants from 
several areas, some quite 
distant. Mr. Heubner was the 
only applicant from within our 
system. 

“Each board member 
received copies of the resumes 
of every applicant. After 
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reviewing the resumes, the 
entire board was in agreement 
that Mr. Heubner had an ex- 
cellent background in ac- 
counting and was familiar with 
the school system and per- 
sonnel. 

“He had on numerous oc- 
casions assisted the comptroller 
in budgeting, processing bids 
and performing other ac- 


« counting duties. 


“We thus felt that, 
sidering all these things, 
would be the logical choice. 

“Having made this choice, we 
also agreed 100 per cent that — 
since we had a known quantity 
in Mr. Heubner — it would be a 
waste of taxpayers’ money to 
call in other applicants and pay 
their travel expenses. 

“Mr. Hall agreed to this, but 
for some reason changed his 
mind at the last meeting. 

“We have an added ad- 
vantage of having Mr. Heubner 
to use both in his new position 
and in an advisory capacity in 
his present position as director 
of buildings and grounds. 

“With our new construction 
virtually completed, it may also 
be possible to reconstruct our 
personnel structure and 
distribute the workload to the 
extent that the position of 
director of buildings and 
grounds may not have to be 
filled. 

“This would save the district 
several thousand dollars per 


year. 
“With all this in mind, I 
hardly think the board mem- 
bers voting for the appointment 
acted unwisely or — as was 
implied by Mr. Hall — acted 
without considering the best 
interests of Mr. Heubner, our 
school system and the tax- 
payers,” Stee cancksded

“How serious is it? More 
serious than people have been

“Beginning in the first 
quarter of 1974, the full impact 
of the Arab oil cut will be felt.

firemen, etc., get their 
allocation could be as much as 
50 per cent short of the 
demand," 

Noting that the Chamber of 
Commerce has sought to an: 
swer, ‘How did we get there?”, 
Raker related: 

“Between 1956 and 1970, 
exploratory well’ drilling 
declined 40 per cent. Producing 
wells have declined steadily 
since the early 1960s. 

“Since 1946, the ratio of 
natural gas reserves to 
production has fallen from 32'y 
to its present level of about 10. 

“In 1968, for the first lime, 
reserves declined: production 
exceeded new discoveries.” 

Baker added that ‘coal, once 
the principal fossil fuel energy 
source, has lost many of its 
markets to oil and natural gas 

“Nuclear power—a brighi 
promise in the early 1960s— 
failed to fulfill that promise

Families stoking up the old 
fireplace with coal and charcoal 
are taking serious chances with 
health and safety, unless they 
first take some’ precautions, 
according to the Division of 
General Sanitation in the 
Ilinois Public Health Depart 
ment i 

Symptoms of carbon 
monoxide "poisoning, — un- 
fortunately, can be mistaken for 
the onset of respiratory 
diseases which are common in 
this season, reports Chris Wiant 
of thr division. 

The U. S. Public Health 
Service has reported that ep- 
proximately 1,500 people dic 
from exposure to carbon 
monoxide gas yearly, with 70 
per cent of these fatalities oc- 
curing in the home. 

Symtoms, taken from least to 
most serioys, include slight 
headache: throbbing temples: 
severe headache, nausea, 
vomiting and dim vision: 
severe headache, weakness, 
dizziness and collapse; coma 
and convulsions; depressed 
heart action and respiration 
possibly followed by death; and 
respiration failure and death. 


Since the gas is oderless, and 
the symptoms can be mistaken 
for something else in the early 
stages, there is a great danger 
that the victim may stay too 
long indoors and be overcome 
before he can escape, Wiant 
said. 

Charcoal poses such a threat 
of carbon monoxide poisoning 
that it must carry a printed 
warning on the package that it 
should be used only outdoors or 
under certain conditions. 


Coal is nearly as dangerous 
when ventilation is inadequate, 
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and the department warns 
strongly against fueling a 
fireplace with coal. 

Even in homes without 
fireplaces, danger of carbon 
monoxide poisoning exists, 
since flu leaks may develop,or 
chimneys vents may become 
clogged with leaves or birds’ 
nests during the summer.- 

A furnace and its venting 
system should be checked by a 
professional each fall before 
heating is resumed, he said. 

Fireplaces burning wood 
pose less of a threat. But since 
wood contains carbon, it also 
emits carbon monoxide when 
burned, and consequently the 
user should be alert to the 
chance of danger. 

On first sign of symptoms, 
Wiant said, the victim should 
immediately attempt to put out 
the fire or shield it so further 
omission of gas cannot occur. 
Then he should get outside. 

If symptoms indicate serious 
exposure, the _ hospital 
emergency room is recom- 
mended. There, tests will show 
the blood level of carbon 
monoxide, and whether medical 
treatment is necessary. 

If all members of a family 
simultaneously begin com- 
plaining of headaches, light- 
headedness or nausea, it may 
well be a, warning of carbon 
monoxide poisoning, Wiant

Yule gift—fewer driving tests 


Michael J. Howlett, secretary 
of state, plans to take ad 
ministrative action to eliminate 
unnecessary road tests for 
experienced drivers with good 
records, 

Effective Jan 1, the 
secretary's office will drop the 
“random road test on renewal" 
that has been operating for four 
years. 

The road test also will be 
dropped for out-of-state drivers 
who have just moved to Illinois 
with valid licenses from another 
state. 

“At least 150,000 unnecessary 
road tests a year will be cut 
out,” said Howlett. “Our ex- 
perience has found no evidence 
that the unnecessary testing has 
reduced traffic accidents or 
traffic fatalities. 

“From now on, we will test 
only those who should be 
required to prove they can drive 
safely. We won't bother those 
who already have proved it.” 

Road tests will continue to be 
required for the following ap- 
plicants for driver's licenses. : 
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1, New drivers seeking a 
license for the first time. 

2. Drivers who have had their 
licenses revoked for any reason, 
such as drunken driving, 
reckless driving or habitual 
offenses. c 

3. Drivers who have been 
cited for examination by the 
secretary's, office. These in- 
clude drivers with questionable 
ability or drivers whose 
families have asked that their 
driving privilege be ‘taken 
away 

4. Drivers who wish to 
upgrade their class of driver's 
license. such as a_ licensed 
passenger car driver who wants 
a license to drive a truck or bus. 

5. Drivers who have let their 
licenses lapse for a year or 
longer. 

6. Drivers 69 years of age or 
older who apply for renewal of 
an expiring license. (Re 
examination every three years 
of drivers 69 or over is required 
by Illinois statute). 

In 1969, the secreatary of 
state announced a new policy 
under which drivers who 
come yp for license renewal 
every three years are selected 
at random, by a computer, for 
retesting, 
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workers checking the potato “crop” are, left to right, 
Mrs. Shirley Pollard, Mrs. Annette Calvin and Mrs.

‘The intent of the program was 
to be sure every driver would be 
retested at least once every nine 
years, whether on the first, 
second or third renewal of a 
three-year license. 

Illinois is the only one of the 50 
states with such random 
selection criteria) which 
schedules a road test as a part 
‘of the renewal process 

The federal government's 
Drivers License Standard, 
established by the U. S 
Secretary of Transportation, 
does not contemplate use of a 
road test in the renewal 

aCeSS. 

In 1972, there were 46,140 road 
tests scheduled for Illinois 
drivers applying for renewal of 
expired licenses 

There were 111,157 more 
drivers who came in with valid 
licenses from other’ states and 
were required to take road tests 
for an Hlinois license. 

“Those drivers were already 
lie 
said Howlett. ‘Instead of 
deciding whether they should be 
granted driving privileges, my 
office had to decide whether or 
not the privileges shoyld be 
laken away 

rhey were licensed to drive 
in Illinois before they moved to 
Illinois. If they were safe 
enough drivers in Dlinois before 
they moved here, they should be 
safe enoygh when they bring 
their residence here. 

“Thousands of drivers 
licensed in the adjoining states 
af Wisconsin, lowa, Missouri, 
Kentuckly and Indiana drive 
into Illinois every day to go to 
work. But they don't have to 
take an Illinois road test unless 
they move here. 

“Instead of requiring 4 road 
test of migrants from other 
states, we should simply review 
their driving records and give 
them the written and visual 
tests we require periodically of 
drivers who have been living in 
Illinois right along.’* 

Howlett said all 50 states are 
moving toward uniformity in 
licensing requirements and 
procedures under the federal 
standard. Because of this, the 
secretary can assume thal 

ne who has obtained a 
license in another state could 
drive a car safely in Tlinois. 

“Eliminating ~ unnecessary 
road tests will save 6,554 ma 
days of work by examiners in 
my office, paid for by the 
taxpayer,” said Howlett. 

“But this saving is little 
compared to the saving of time 
for the 150,000 drivers who must 
give up so much of it to take the 
road test."”

A. | vetoed those bills be- 
cayse quite simply we coyldn’t 
afford them and I think yoy and 
every other teacher and every 
citizen must know that. The 
ptice tag on those bills was 
something like $300 million.

that.

However, | have asked that an 
expert study be condycted to 
work out a plan to get up a 
higher level of,state funding that 
can be carried out over a period 
of years. 

Q. I'm president of the 
Iroquois Valley Association, 
and, I'd like to thank you 
publicly, as | did privately, for 
signing the bill to regulate waste 
water treatment and the return 
of authority to oyr local grea for 
what happens to our land. What 
assurance do we have that new 
legislation will not be signed by 
you in another year which will 
negate the elements of this

A. There won't be any new 
legislation signed by me which

overenthusiasm in areas 
ranging from off-shore leasing 
to the Alaska pipeline to power 
plant siting to air pollution to 
surface mining 

“There was a lack of coor- 
dinated energy policies. Also 
contributing were artificially 
low natural gas prices, and our 
insatiable appetite for energy.” 

“These trends would have 
begun to produce an energy 
crunch around 1976, but the 
timetable was accelerated 
when the Middle East war 
occurred. s 

“Why didn’t they warn us? 

“Some people did. Leaders in 
energy industries have warned 
us for several years about an 
energy crunch. Now it’s a crisis 

“Sen. Jennings Randolph in 
July 1970 said we would face an 
energy crisis for tomorrow and 
many more tomorrows, with not 
enough to serve industry and 
homes in America. 

“The Wall Street Journal in 
October 1970 said the U. S. was 
moving into serious energy 
problems. The national 
Chamber admits it did not 
‘foresee the Arab oil cutoff, but 
who did? 

“The Chamber did, however, 
begin in 1970 to alert its 
members Pres Ritter 
Shumway said in December 
1970 that we would face an 
energy shortage that would 
seriously disrupt our economy 
and threaten our national 
security. 

“In June 1971, Nation's 
Business featured a cover story 
on the upcoming energy crisis 
The national Chamber board 
later that year adopted an 
energy policy. In 1972, it 
recommended a — 23-point 
program to solve the growing 
energy problems 

Until 1973, the national 
Chamber's energy staff focused 
attention on the interplay 
between the Clean Air Act and 
our energy supply situation,” 
Baker related 

In testimony to 
Congressional committees, in a 
brief to the Supreme Court, in 
radio and TV editorials and in 
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regional meetings, the adverse 
impact of the Clean Air Act on 
domestic supplies of coal and oil 
was stressed 

“Despite all this, it obviously 
was insufficient. We did not get 
across the urgency of the 
growing energy problem. 

“Why didn’t political leaders 
recognize it? 

“When a serious problem 
develops over a long period of 
time—it's difficult. There is 
more concern with short-term 
problems to satisfy the elec- 
torate, and we had enough of 
those to keep everybody in 
Congress busy. 

The environmental 
movement exerted great 
pressure on politicians directly 
or indirectly. 

“During 1968-1971, _ the 
general poublic was convinced 
we had to stop all action which 
might change the en- 
vironment—or the world was 
doomed. a 

“Public attitude influenced 
Gecisions of Congress, the 
courts, media and vice versa. It 
was very difficult to speak out 
for fuel resource development— 
particularly domestic 

“Even the Alaska pipeline 
was delayed for years—years 
we could not afford to squander. 

“Was there leadership from 
the White House? 

“Environmental pressures on 
Congress also were exerted on 
the administration. More im- 
portantly—yntil recentiy—the 
White House did not get moving 
in 4 coordinated effort on 
energy 

“The President's first energy 
message, April 1973, was pulled 
together in a short time. With 
John Erlichman's resignation, 
the administration — effort 
fragmented—never working as 
a unit 

“Hopefully, the new energy 
administrator, William Simon, 
will regroup and strengthen the 
White House energy program 


“How vital is the Arab oil 
supply? 

“Direct crude shipments 
from the Middle East supplied 8 
to 10 per cent of U.S. needs,” 
President Baker related. 

“Because of domestic 
refinery shortages, Middle East 
cryde was refined in Europe 
and the Craibbean and then the 
refined products were shipped 
here 

“Without crude to process, 
these products no longer are 
available. The cutoff of oil to 
Western Europe has diverted 
other petroleum products 
refined in these countries— 
products that had previously 
been shipped to the U.S 

“This adds up to a reduction 
in shipments of petroleum 
products to the U.S. of 20-25 per 
cent 

“Throughout 1973, refineries 
have been operating all out, 
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even skipping down-time for 
maintenance. 

“In October, hearings were 
held on opening Naval 
petroleum reserves at Elk Hills 
to produce 160,000 barrels a day 

“Concern was expressed then 
that no domestic refiner had 
that amount of unused capacity. 

“Now, with the Middle East 
cutoff, many eould absorb it 
without any trouble. 

“What do the Arabs want? 

“It's difficult to answer 
definitely. 

“First, yeu must separate 
Saudi Arabia frem the more 
militant oil—poor nations like 
Egypt and Syria. 

“Saudi Arabia takes in more 
money from oil than it can 
spend. The excess now ap- 
proximates $250 million dollars 
a month. 

“They don’t need more 
money. Long range, they want 
broad-based exonomic de- 
velopment and stability 

“Short range, they probably 
want access to Jerusalem, and 
a solution to the Palestinian 
problem 

“They feel the best way to 
achieve these ends is by 
pressuring Israel's allies. 

“Oil shipments to U.S.—less 
than our  demand—will 
probably be resumed when 
Saudi Arabia senses some 
movement toward its goals.”’ 

Baker continued, “In the long 
range, even though we can 
assume self-sufficiency, the 
crisis will bring a much higher 
price for energy. It could rise to 
4 or 5 times the 1970 prices 

“For those with preferential 
utility rate schedules, the price 
could be greater because the 
outlook for volume discount 
rates isn’t promising. 

“The U.S. is better off than 
Western Europe because of our 
vast domestic fossil fuel 
reserves, and our technological 
capability to pursue other forms 
of energy 

‘Western Europe and Japan 
have few domestic energy 
options; their short-run energy 
crisis could have serious con 
sequences. 

Layoffs by commercial 
airlines, manufacturers and 
others may be only a first step. 

“Refinery preduction is away 
from gasoline toward heating 
oil and diesel fuel, so gasoline 
will be hardest hit. Likewise, 
shortages of fertilizers, plastics 

nd symthetie textiles may hit 

rd 
stockmarket delines may be 
more accurate, albeit an 
emotional reflection to trouble 
ahead, than reassuring words 
from the administration. 

“Distasteful as rationing may 
be to those who emphasize that 
a free market to allocate fuels 
on the basis of pdrice is best, its 
difficulties to believe a free 
market for gasoline will be 
permitted. 

“Consider that the ad- 
ministration has established 
mandatory allocation for 
gasoline, which is rationing, 
down to the service station 
level

“Half of all petroleum exports 
are lubes, coke, wax ant 
asphalt, not related to energy 
problems. 

“Distillate fuel exports 
average 6,000 barrels per day— 
our imports of the distillates are 
over 60 times that figure. 

“Residual fuel exports—high 
sulfur fuel which cannot be used 
under existing air pollution 
regulations—are up only 
slightly—30,500 vs. 29,400 
barrels per day, about one per 
cent of domestic residual oil 
consumption.”

New Year's Day will usher in 
several new laws passed by the 
General Assembly. And most 
pertain to the Illinois Vehicle 
Code. 

The one receiving most 
publicity lately is the right turn 
on red after stop. On Jan. 1, 
Illinois joins 10 other states 
permitting the practice. Twenty 
others allow right turns against 
red lights only at certain posted 
intersections, which is the rule 
in Mlinois until Jan. 1 

Another amendment to the 
Code effective the first of 1974 
kives the Secretary of State an 
option to ask for a photograph to 
accompany drivers license 
applications. This is not 
mandatory at this time; it 
merely gives the secretary the 
right to do so, 

The price of duplicate 
registration plates goes up after 
Jan. 1, Single registration 
plates will increase from $2 to $4 
while a pair will cost $6 rather 
than $4

Motor carriers of property 
will be affected by another 
amendment to the Code 
Henceforth, failure to pay any 
franchise tax, license fee or 
penalty required under the 
Business Corporation Act 
hecomes grounds for revocation 
of a certificate or permit. 

Also affecting the motor 
carrier, isa provision which 
extends the power of the 
Secretary of State's — in- 
yestigators to include in- 
vestigation of violations of the 
Motor Carrier of Property Law 
by persons who operate as a 
motor carrier of property 
without a valid certificate or 
permit 

Emergency reflectors 
mpeting federal standards must 
be used by second division 
motor vehicles or vehicles 
towing house trailers, as 
outlined in another Code 
amendment, The bill also

More aid for 
education of 
foster child 


Illinois school districts ser- 
ving foster children and clients 
of state agencies in special 
education class will benefit 
from legislation newly signed 
into law 

The ‘orphanage act" will 
mean more state funds for those 
districts where handicapped 
foster children are placed by 
state agencies to take ad- 
vantage of greater educational 
opportunities than their home 
school districts offer. 

About 1,900 handicapped 
foster children in the state have 
been placed in districts outside 
their home areas. About 900 are 
clients of Child and Family 
Services, and about 1,000 of the 
Department of Mental Health 

‘The new law provides for full 
state reimbursement, based on 
the actual cost of the special 
education programs, to districts 
serving these | children. 
Previously, reimbursement 
was limited to average daily 
attendance apportionments. 

Districts where large num- 
bers of handicapped foster 
children have been placed have 
suffered financially because 
special education classes are 
much more expensive to 
operate than regular classes. 

The state special education 
section is now in the process of 
finalizing guidelines for the 
reimbursements. Funding will 
be retroactive to September 
when the act becomes law 
Implementation is expected to 
begin by Jan. 15 

Another part of the orphanage 
act will make special education 
programs for orphans subject to 
the rules governing the 
education of all exceptional 
children 

In the past, the programs 
have been reviewed only for the 
annual reimbursement claim 
which has not included 
professional educational 
evaluation. The new law will 
allow the state office to 
supervise the quality of the 
programs.

Ask U. S. to ease 
steel price curbs 


Botli steel prodycérs and stéel 
users have informed the U. S. 
Cost of Living Council that steel 
price restrictiofts rust be eased 
or severe steel shortages will be 
fortheeming. 

Shortages already have 
appeared in some product lines 
where profitability is absent or 
small, the council was told 
during hearings in Washington 
late last week. 

Items how in short. supply 
include conerete reinforcing 
bars and pipe and casing for oil 
prodyction. Three of five 
producers of stainle&s-trubine 
blades, used in electrical power 
generators, have discontinyed 
preduction in the last half-year 
because of low profits on the 
items. 

The steel producers cited 
higher profits in selling steel 
abroad than in the United'States 
as one reason controls should be 
reduced. 

Several companies said they 
would have to remain solvent if 
the controls were not lifted.

This is the season of bells! 
They are hung over our city 
stréets, from lamp poles, in 
store windows, on our name 
tags, and across the, front 
. doors of our homes. 

Bells will'soon peal out their 
“glad tidings from cathedral 
steeples and hand bells will 
ask us at’ street corners to 
drop a coin in the pot for some 
worthy cause. Bells are a part 
of our American heritage and 
of our joyful Christrnas celé- 
bration. 

‘The history of bells gocs 
back as long as men have 
been recording their events. 
Hand bells were used in reli- 
gious’services in Egypt cen- 
turies before Abraham. * 

The Jewish high priests 
wore gold bells on the borders 
of their robes and used hand 
bells in choirs in their ceré 
moniés’ of worship. Because 
_they were used exclusively by 
churches, they :were consid- 
ered to be sacred. Often pray- 
ers were engraved on them, 
suchas the plea “Pray For 
Us” or+the shout of faith 
“Glory To God.” 

Agreat deal of magic is tied 
in with the history of. bells. 
Many were said to~have the 
ability to stop a fire, the 
plague or a_ thunderstorm, 
and were used at these times 
of community or personal 
crises. 

They were often christened, 
even baptized in elaborate 
ceremonies, and given the

name of a saint as they were 
anointed with Holy oil. 

‘The poor began to use hand 
bells to ask for alms, saying 
that. by doing this they. were 
asking in the name of the Al- 
mighty. 

Fora time the tradition was. 
that old St. Nick carried a 
hand bell on his visit,‘and this 
is the reason for his sleigh 
bells. Befana, the Italian gift- 
bringer, rang her bell as she 
went about the task of going 
down chimneys to bring the 
joyous announcement of the 
season. ns 

In England the belief was 
born that Christ had been 
born exactly at the stroke of 
midnight. Therefore the” cus- 
tom has been that the bells do 
not-ring,,but rather mournful- 
ly toll from, ,eleven to twelve 
o'clock on “Christmas Eve. 
This was given'the name of 
“Tolling the Devil’s Knell” to 
warn the powers of darkness 
of Christ’s approaching birth. 

At the exact moment of 
midnight the tolling stops; and 
the bells break into the joyful 
ringing announcing the sea- 
son’s great event. Longfel- 
low’s familiar lines no doubt 
came from hearing the bells 
being run in this tradition.

The emergence of a health 
and welfare system totally or 
almost totally managed by a 
single government system 
immicable to an open and free 
society as we have known it 

However, the voluntary 
system of health and welfare 
services does not deserve to 
survive if it does not 
significantly affect the lives of 


voluntary syst 

age government to un 

rtake responsibility for 

delivering the basic floor of 

health services and welfare 
services. 

But there is no reason why 
government must create its own 
empire when it could purchase 
services from existing health 
and welfare agencies. 

Contracting permits 
flexibility that a. bureaucracy 
with a vested interest would 
not 

Voluntary involvement 
maximizes local initiative and 
individual responsibility, which 
helps maintain an open society 
capable of reforming itself 
within the framework of the 
democratic process 

Given volunteerism, we in the 
United Way across the country 
need one another.

The need to maintain public

As true partners interested in 
serving our people and 
preserving the voluntary 
system, we must concern 
ourselves with what really 
happens in service delivery 

What are the people's 
needs; are they really being 
met; by whom and; at what 
cost? 

The United Way is a bottoms- 
up organization, hot top-down 
Power rests with the local 
communities and not in the 
national office 

And it is in the local com- 
munities that we need to bring 
together a new partnership of 
joint effort on behalf of 
voluntarism. 

Nationally, we will do 
everything we can do to assist 
this relationship.

The United Way and its

As a third point, we want to 
stress that persons and com 
munities have an integral unity.

Services are required by all of 
our people; we need to provide 
those services. The only issue is 
who should pay for them 

Our premise is that those who 
can afford to pay should do so: 
that third-party payments 
should be encouraged 

We need to expand the 
resources available to agencies 
through developing, where 
feasible, fees for services, third- 
party payments— including 
government payments for 
services, insurance, private 
business purchases for their 
employees 

The head and heart must 
work together. We must take 
advantage of the best of current 
knowledge and technique to 
help most in an effective 
lashion 

Where we can develop or use 
quantitative and qualitative 
measurement, we must use 
them 

Our own use, in the United 
Way national office, of systems 
analysis and management by 
objective technique has been 
most productive 

We must have a clear 
statement of purpose, long- 
range objectives, implementing 
objectives, and programs 
designed to achieve those ob- 
jectives. 

Asa seventh point Lywould like 
to consider the future—a matter 
of faith 

Our real strength is people 
The heart of our business is 
people—the giver, the service 
deliverer and the receiver. 

We must again believe in one 
another. 

This can be accomplished if 
we open up all the doors to 
everyone—to give them full 
access to every institution and 
organization—so that there is no 
“we-they”” and we become one. 

Quir goal is to make modern 
man whole again—by giving 
him the opportunity to relate to 
others, by giving him a chance 
to give and serve and receive, 
by paying homage to the unity 
of the individual man and tne 
unity of the communities in 
every program we undertake, 
in every organization and in 
every activity.

A few days ago we lost a good 
friend, Dr. John Lee. Along with 
all of you, I'm going to miss 
him. 

I got toky and admire and 
respect hn. uid to feel it a 
privilege to work with and for 
him 

He walked mighty tall as a 
banker, a dentist and, most 
importantly, as the mayor of a 
city with more than its share of 
economic and racial challenges. 

Doc had the rare ability and 
insight to walk productively 


through that community 
climate while most of the rest of 
us, trying just as hard, could 
have done little more than make 
noise and enemies. 

Now Doc is gone, leaving a 
great lonesome place where 
once he stood.

Where would a veto leave 
Mrs. Nixon? 

In the ideal position, it seems 
to us: surely he's be better off 
without any bill at all than to put 
his signature to the package 
that Congress has designed. 

The measure contains a few 
provisions that’ the ad- 
ministration’s energy people 
would like to have, but none 
they can't do without 

Mr. Nixon wouldn't be able to 
lower speed limits across the 
nation, but the states can do 
that and many of them have. 

It would give the President de 
jure authority to force oil 
refiners 
and more heating oil, but he 
already has de facto power to do 

At this stage of the game, the 
oil companies know they had 
better do anyting Energy Czar 
William Simon suggests that is 
humanly possible, or the full 
political wrath of Washington 
will be visited upon them 

The heart and soul of the 
Jackson legislation is its grant 
of authority to Mr. Nixon to 
ration gasoline 

From past experience with 
such congressional generosity 
in dealing out power, Mr. Nixon 
must realize that once he ac- 
cepts that authority he will be 
bulldozed into exercising it 

The past experience, of 
course, was with wage-and- 
price controls 

Once Congress gave Mr 
Nixon the power to exercise 
those controls, it was no longer 
interested in holding down 
federal spending and the Fed 
felt it could relax monetary 
policy 

Although Mr. Nixon opposed 
use of controls and resisted for a 
long while, it was the only 
weapon he had, and he finally

Guess who's up on the rooftop? 


If you had to guess, offhand, 
the most parodied poem of all 
time, you'd probably say “A 
Visit from St. Nicholas.” 

This is the merry verse 
which begins ‘Twas the night 
before Christmas, and all 
through the house,”’ and car- 
ries on through St. Nick’s ar- 
rival, the clatter on the roof, 
and the rush of the old boy to 
be on his way, behind his 
“eight tiny reindeer.” 

Its lilting meter and the 
lively story it tells have put 
this verse in the all-time class 
of Christmas literature. 

“A Visit from St. Nicholas” > 
was written in 1822 by Dr. Cle- 
ment Clark Moore, who was 
not a medical doctor but 
rather a professor of theology, 
who taught at a seminary in 
New York and was convinced 
that if lasting fame ever came 
his way it would be through 
“A Compendious Lexicon of 
the Hebrew Language,” 
which he published in 1809. 

But came Christmas Eve of 
1822, and Dr. Moore gathered 
his children around him in 
front of the fireplace. He had 
knocked out a little ballad 
about Christmas, and in the 
pride of authorship he wanted 
to-read it out loud. Once the 
kids were settled down, Dr. 
Moore began: 

“Twas the night before 


Christmas, and all througn 
the house ...” 

And that might have been 
that, except for one thing. Dr. 
Moore had composed this 
rhythmical romp for the de- 
light of his youngsters, but a 
friend who had dropped by 
that Christmas Eve sat in on 
the reading. The friend 
thought it was delightful ... 
and he was impressed with 
the approving reaction of the 
Moore small fry. 

The friend copied it down 
and took it to the editor of the 
‘Broy (New York) Sentinel. 
The editor liked it, too; and 
what’s more, he printed it. 

Dr. Moore, who possessed 
the outward dignity and seri- 
ous mind of the dedicated 
theologian, wasn’t happy at 
the printing. He denied writ- 
ing the poem, and continued 
the denial for several years. 
He was working on a biogra- 
phy of King Castriota--of 
Albania, and a poem about 
reindeer named Donder and 
Blitzen seemed a bit out of 
keeping. 

Eventually, as he saw how 
the kept bringing de- 
light to folks anew each year, 
he ’fessc’ up and basked in 
the glory that was due him. 

But even the good Dr. 
Moore Couldn’t have antici- 
pated his impact on Amer- 


ica's observance of Christ- 
mas. 


Until he wrote his descrip- 
tive passages about ‘‘He hada 
broad face and a little round 
belly ... He was chubby and 
plump, aright jolly old elf ., 

— until this portrayal, St. 
Nickolas had been a some- 
what dour importation from 
Europe. Dr. Moore's poem 
changed the concept of St. 
Nicholas from that of a gaunt 
and bearded old saint, wear- 
ing black robes and riding a 
white horse, to what has de- 
veloped into today’s roly-poly,, 
white-bearded, red-and- 
white-clad Santa Claus. © 

He introduced the reindeer 
as Santa’s source of motive 
power, and established the 
rooftop as the landing field for 
this jovial traveler. 

The name ‘Santa Claus” 
came along later, as the old 
boy was still “St. Nicholas” to 
Moore, and, of course, the 
Moore kids. Gradually, in the 
legend of the fun side of 
Christmas, the names be- 
came pretty much inter- 
changeable. 

“A Visit from St. Nicholas” 
is now usually called ‘’Twas 
the Night Before Christmas,”’ 
but it’s still Dr. Moore’s 
poem, written for his children 
150 years ago.

Follow local regulations 
pertaining to portable heaters 
Where they are allowed. install 
and use them according to 
manufacturer's instructions. If 
the original directions are 
missing— as with secondhand or 
seldom-used devices—get 
professional guidance from

your local fire department or 
building inspector's office 

—Have major and permanent 
installations made by a licensed 
heating contractor and checked 
by enforcement authorities. Be 
sure chimneys and Chimney 
connectors are tight and clean 
Dispose of ashes safely. in 
tightly-covered metal con- 
lainers, never in boxes or bags. 

Don't buy or use a portable 
heater that wobbles and might 
tip over. With stoves burning 
solid fuel—coal or wood—it's 
essential to learn how to siart, 
fuel and tend the fire. Be sure 
you understand how to operate 
and use dampers property 
Avoid pouring combustible 
liquids into an already heated 
stove to get a quick start or to 
“freshen” the fire. 

—Place portable 
away from. stairwells and 
doorways where they could 
block escape in case of fire. 

Keep all heaters away from 
flammable materials, such as 
draperies, upholstered {ur- 
nilure. towels, bedding a 
clothing. Keep people well a’ 
trom heaters, especially 
children and anyone wearing 
floor-length clothing or long, 
loose sleeves. 

—Be sure your home is 
ventilated well enough to assure 
a continuous supply of fresh 
aur. 

If you plan to use a portable 
charcoal burner intended for 
outdoor cooking—such as a 
barbecue grill or hibachi—place 
it in the fireplace where the 
chimney will draw up the 
carbon monoxide produced by 
the burning charcoal. A build- 
up of this gas in a room could 
eause death by asphyxiation 

Hogsett points out that many 
building codes prohibit use of 
room heaters and carefully 
regulate other heating devices 

These codes have been 
developed for protection of the 
public, he says, adding, “Don't 
risk your life and lives of your 
family by violating common 
sense or official regulations 
while trying to ward off the 
cold.”

The Farm Bureau leader said 
farmers bear 4 burden of

Smith sales up but 
cutback on frames 


Earnings of A. O. Smith Corp. 
in 1973 will be up about 50 per 
cent over the depressed levels 
of 1972, while sales are expected 
to increase approximately 25 
per cent over last year, L. B 
ASmith, chairman and chief 
executive officer, announced 
last week. 

Smith said earnings will be in 
the range of $14,500,000 to 
$15,250,000, or $2.95 to $3.10 per 
share, ‘compared with 
$9,944,000, or $2.02 per share, a 
year ago. A. O. Smith’s best 
year was 1969 when it earned $3 
per share. 

Sales are expected to reach 
$615,000,000, compared with 
$492,770,000 in 1972. 

In the fourth quarter, A. O. 
Smith expects to earn between 
$2,750,000 and $3,500,000, or 
from 57 to 72 cents per share, 


compared with $2,062,000, or 42 
cents per share last year. Sales 
in the fourth quarter should be 
about $154,000,000, compared 
with $131,995,000 in 1972. 

All but one of A. O. Smith's 
operating units will report sales 
increases in 1973 compared with 
1972. Profits in most of the 
operating units are also ex- 
pected to be ahead. 

The Automotive Division will 
report record sales and ear- 
nings for the year, even though 
margins were hurt by price 
controls and a lack of capacity.
